Election 
T such times as the present, it would be frivolous to suggest that the forthcoming 
general election should be decided by motoring considerations, but they should 
be allowed to exert their correct influence on public opinion; what that is 
must be left to the electors to judge. 

The resigning Government made several gestures that go down to its credit, of 
which the introduction of the flat rate of taxation was the best, even if it was spoiled 
by the unfair retention of 25s per horse-power on pre-1947 cars. It urged the 
necessity of standardization for the sake of lower costs, and at one time it even 
talked of making cars available for a vast new section of the populace. 

Events have caused this particular ideal to fade, and motorists must judge how 
far policies have influenced events, for the present state of affairs is disquieting. 
Productivity, while rising slowly, is far behind what is needed for Britain to pay her 
way, and rearmament is cutting in severely on other production, as is already evident 
in car output figures. It is widely felt that this inability to expand the economy 
quickly to the required level is the result of too much Government control, and how 
far motorists subscribe to this view will no doubt be reflected in their voting papers 
Certainly the present state of affairs offers no prospects of a reduction in car delivery 
delays, nor do the present methods of dealing with the national problem inspire 
confidence 

None of the past few administrations has left a shining record regarding motoring, 
although it is unfair to argue too much from history in politics. Both parties’ pro- 
grammes will, therefore, be keenly studied in future weeks to see what is proposed 
to break the log-jam of existing car production and, particularly, road construction. 
The climax of standstill in London is almost within sight, owing to traffic congestion, 
and the roads of the country as a whole are dangerous and restrictive 


Bordering on Farce 


HE utter disillusionment caused by the latest failure of the B.R.M. (at Monza 
th on September 16) is an inevitable reaction to a car that has been over-publicized 
ever since it was first planned. However, some of the criticism has been as 

unthinking as past ballyhoo, and the position needs restatement 

The B.R.M. is not a nationalized racing car. No public money has been granted 
from the Exchequer for the purpose of British Grand Prix racing. There has been 
co-operation by the industry in making the car; there has been considerable public 
subscription in the form of willing gifts. But the enterprise remains a private one 
and does not call for the type of attack which may legitimately be made on schemes 
that involve a waste of public money extracted by taxation. The B.R.M. is not on a 
parallel with the Gambia poultry débacle 

None the less, the utter failure at Monza calls for strictures. The car was not 
right after an overlong trial period, and the enthusiasts who have created it are 
singularly unfortunate in their handling of its racing activities. The affaire Richard 
son ought never to have happened, and there is a lack of frankness over reasons for 
continued failure 

Technically, the B.R.M. should be capable of winning races; but the sands of 
time in the shape of the G.P. formula are running out. Its last chance to mak« 
amends this year is at Barcelona on October 28.

CONTEMPORARY RILEY POWER UNITS ARE LOGICAL 
DESCENDANTS OF THE FAMOUS RILEY NINE 


by Max Millar 


HERE is possibly no branch of engineering, especially 
in the commercial field, where so many changes in 
design and fashion occur as in the car manufacturing 

industry, notably during recent years, when a great effort has 
been made to increase trade abroad. The degree of change 
in car design varied according to the commercial policy 
f each firm or group, but in one respect there has been 
1 common effort to produce an all-round improvement, and 
that relates to engine performance, with accompanying 
demands for efficiency, flexibility and economy 

In engines in particular, modern refinements have en- 
forced many revisions in design, some drastic in character, 

is witnessed by the introduction of-entirely new power 
units by some firms; but it is a remarkable fact that one or 
two makers have retained a long-established type of engine 
which, with certain periodical modifications, not only re- 
mains up to date with the latest trends in design, but also, 
in some respects, is ahead of other power units of a similar 
category and performance 

Among these unusual engines is the 1,089 c.c. Riley Nine, 
first introduced in 1926 and continuously developed until 
today, when we have the power unit design in two forms 
as the present 14-litre and 2}-litre engines

tion created a wave of interest among all the connoisseurs 
of cars in those early days, and also among the general 
motoring fraternity, since a small, high-efficiency unit, based 
largely on racing design, was being offered as a standard

famous Riley brothers, was responsible for the design after 
some years of research and development before 1926, and 
a remarkable tribute is now being paid to this pioneer in 
the manner in which his particular choice and type of 
engine is being adopted along similar lines by other makers 
at the present time 

Although the use of overhead valves in a hemispherical 
combustion chamber was common practice for competition 
and racing engines, its adoption by Percy Riley for a stan- 
dard production engine was a bold stroke, and apart from 
the long record of successes on both the road and track 
during the ensuing years (resulting to a considerable extent 
from this valve arrangement), the engine possessed other 
design features which have kept it always in the forefront 
in respect to the crankcase and cylinder block and the par- 
ticular manner in which the camshafts and valves were 
operated. 

The first and largely experimental model of the Riley 
Nine engine was briefly described in The Autocar, October 
15, 1926, and it had separate cylinder and crankcase blocks 
In 1927, however, the two were merged as a single cast-iron 
unit, and formed as a rather short, wide and tall block, the 
combination casting being very stiff. It is noteworthy that 
the block, as a structure, is truly box-like, and bends and 
curves in the walls which would tend to weaken the casting 
were eliminated. The four small-diameter cylinders (60.3 mm 
bore by 95.2 mm stroke) had water jackets extended down- 
wards for only half the length of the barrels, providing a 
midway stiffening of the latter in the horizontal plane, while 
the bottom ends of the cylinders were reinforced by a strong 
cast rim. 

The crankcase housed, in two plain white metal-lined 
bearings, a short and rigid four-throw crankshaft having 
thick, flat-sided webs, the main bearings being 1}4in in dia- 
meter, by 2in in length at the rear, and 2;%in at the 
front. To permit removal of the shaft, the front bearing 
and its housing were made detachable from the crankcase 
and not at the flywheel end, as is usual, thus permitting a 
very strong rear wall cast in the crankcase to carry the rear 
bearing and the overhanging weight of flywheel and clutch. 


Large Valves 


Since the Riley was designed to be a high-efficiency 
engine, capable of a sports and eventually racing perform- 
ance and also as a smooth-running and economical unit in 
the hands of the ordinary user, the diameter of the overhead 
valves and induction passages was carefully fixed to meet 
all-round requirements. But even so the valves, lyin in 
diameter and set at 90 deg, were relatively large for the c.c 
of the engine. The combustion chambers were machined 
to hemispherical shape with the vertical sparking plugs 
laterally offset to clear the valves, and accessibly arranged 
between the valve rocker boxes for removal.

The retention of the camshafts within 
rankcase not only allowed their being directly lubri- 
ated from the rocker overflow, with the elimination of 
special lubrication arrangements necessary if they are 
located away from the crankcase, but also the shafts could 








be driven directly by simple gears from the crankshaft, 
without complication They were driven by helically 
toothed cast iron wheels through a large central idler wheel 
in the timing case, each shaft running in three plain bear- 
ings. A damper cam on each shaft engaging a vertical 
spring-loaded plunger was fitted to smooth the pulsating 
rotational movement of the camshafts and also to ensure

The alloy 
pistons, with split skirts, three compression rings and one 
scraper, were not notable on account of their short length, 
and each had a total weight of 9} oz. The gudgeon pins 
were a floating fit in the piston and connecting rods, located 
laterally by circlips in the piston bosses. 

Lubrication of the engine was effected by an external 
plunger pump located below the timing case and 
operated by two eccentrics behind the camshaft idler wheel 
One eccentric actuated a piston delivering oil under pressure 
to the main bearings while the other operated the valve 
governing the pressure and suction timing of the pump, 
the pulsating delivery of oil being damped by an air com- 
pression vessel inside the crankcase. A small feed of oil 
was taken through short external pipes to the central shaft 
f the overhead boxes for lubrication of the valve rockers 

On the original Riley engines the vertically mounted 
magneto (firing order 1, 2, 4, 3), driven by a skew gear 
from one of the camshaft wheels, was standard, but in 
the early °30s it was replaced by the more modern contact- 
breaker and distributor for coil ignition. A final feature 
of the design of this famous engine, which weighed 1} cwt, 
was the horizontal cross member pagsing straight 
through the crankcase and supporting the power unit at 
the forward part of the chassis. Large rubber inserts fitted 
between the conically machined lugs of the crankcase and 
the collars on the tube provided almost the equivalent of 
a modern flexible engine mounting, although the degree of 
engine flotation was not so pronounced. The unit was 
ilso supported on rubber at a third point behind the gear

No water pump or fan was used in the cooling system 
and the large-bore water pipes maintained an efficient flow 
of coolant; the joints were easy to reach for service, as was 
almost everything else on the engine. The dynamo was 
driven from the front end of the crankshaft, with the starter 
motor located accessibly on the left side of the crankcase 

A comparison of the cross-sections of Percy Riley’s engine 
and the modern 1}-litre Riley power unit indicates remark- 
ably how the original basic design has been preserved to 
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continued 


the present time. The 2}-litre engine is similar to the 
1}-litre, except for its heavier build, and in both engines 
the crankshaft is supported by a third main bearing and 
housing held rigidly in the centre of the crankcase. The 
high mounted camshafts (now driven by roller chain), 
90 deg valves, clean, straight porting, lightweight tappet 
rods and rockers, and by-passed exhaust gas for induction 
heating, are still retained as basic features. 

The original engines-had compression ratios varying from 
5.9 to 6.3 to 1, and at a cruising speed of 37 m.p.h. the 
fuel consumption was 35-38 m.p.g.—a remarkable figure con- 
sidering the potential performance of the standard Riley 
saloon, which weighed 18 cwt. With a rear axle ratio of 
5.25 to 1, a conservative speed estimate was 65 m.p.h. for 
the saloon and 73 m.p.h. for the sports model, but these 
figures would vary greatly with tuning. 


Successes 


During a long career from 1927 to 1936 the Riley in its 
various types won an incredible number of successes in 
trials, competitions and records generally. In 1928 it broke 
five records at Brooklands for long distances, at speeds 
from 83.34 to 87.34 m.p.h., and it was the winner of the 
1929, 1930 and 1931 T.T. races (Class G). In 1931, a 
Riley was the winner in the 1,100 c.c. class of the German 
Grand Prix at Niirburg; in 1932 it won first, second and 
eighth places in the R.A.C. T.T. in Ulster in addition to 
obtaining the Cape-Johannesburg and other records in the 
Durban to Johannesburg event, including crossing the 
Sahara Desert. Again, a Riley was first in the 1,500 c.c 
class in the Le Mans 24-hour Race, first in the “round 
the houses” race in the Isle of Man, and in Group IV 
in the Alpine Trial—all in 1933. As late as 1936 a Riley 
broke the l-mile standing start and flying class records at 
Brooklands at 91.3 and 111 m.p.h. respectively, and other 
records were achieved at similar speeds in the same year 

In fact, this Riley was a star performer in its class for 
some years, and its successes are collectively too numerous 
to enumerate, but it may be mentioned that the car was 
driven by many famous competition drivers of the day, 
including S. C. H. Davis, Eyston, Denly, Fred Dixon, Dudley 
Froy, Victor Gillow, and John Appleton

Bus Lights 


O those readers who have written 
saying that the buses in their areas 
are amongst the worst dazzlers 

on the roads I am grateful; it seems 
that the trouble is very widespread in- 
deed. What is significantly absent from 
my postbag is any defence from any of 
the bus companies concerned. I can 
well imagine why, for the single head 
lamp, glaring down the road, is very 
difficult to defend. I know that the 
lamp, theoretically, is supposed to be 
trained down sufficiently to be incap- 
able of dazzling; it is supposed, also, to 
be permanently in that position I 
know, too, that the lamp is knocked up, 
deliberately by drivers, and, uninten- 
tionally no doubt, in depots.

In a similar predicament with 
a bus, he took to the ditch; it was 
pouring with rain. 

The rain point is relevant. The car 
was. originally fitted with 4.50 x 18in 
tyres, but he had fitted new rear 
wheels with 5.25 x 16in tyres, “since 
when,” he says, “it has become a posi- 
tive menace on corners.” If the tyres 
are fitted to the front, “it refuses to 
come round” on corners. He had had 
the same trouble for the same reasons 
on an Austin Seven, and wonders why 

In wet weather I can offer the 
reason, but in dry weather, no. Tyre 
adhesion in wet weather depends on 
the expulsion of the water film between 
tyre and road, and the smaller the tyre 
contact the better the chances are of 
expulsion. But this certainly does not 
apply to dry weather, when something 
like the reverse is true. Anyway, it 
shows that tyre size changes should be 
undertaken only after expert advice 
My correspondent, incidentally, is a 
knowledgeable type, and he had tried 
the larger tyres at different pressures,

No. 1444: SINGER SM ROADSTER 


OR many years the sporting cars manufactured by 

Singer’s have catered for a definite, if limited, market, 

and the latest addition to the range will, no doubt, 
continue the tradition. Although maintaining the same out- 
ward appearance as before, the 14-litre Roadster, which at 
present is only for export, is now powered by the same 
engine as is used in the SM1500 saloon, developing 48 b.h.p. 
at 4,200 r.p.m., compared with the 36 b.h.p. at 5,000 r.p.m. 
obtained with the previous 9 hp. engine—with only 60 Ib 
increase in total weight. This gives the car a quite lively 
performance, yet it should be realized that it is not intended 
to be in the super sports class, but rather one that will 
enable four people to partake of lots of fresh air along with 
more motoring interest than is associated with the average 
family saloon. 

The SM Roadster has a useful turn of speed, some 75 m.p.h. 
being recorded during the test, coupled with what is perhaps 
much more important to the average owner, good accelera- 
tion and an ability to get off the mark very smartly without 
seemingly being in a hurry. This quality of bottom end 
power—coupled with moderate weight and compact overall 
dimensions—makes the car extremely useful in traffic, and 
gives it an advantage over cars requiring more room on the 
road, enabling hundred-mile journeys to be covered at an 
average of 40 m.p.h., including one trip during the test that 
necessitated crossing London, with its miles of built-up 
areas. With a 4.875 to | top gear, the engine is comfortably 
flexible, and will accelerate smoothly from 10 m.p.h. ; in fact, 
this car has a peculiar charm when driven slowly. With the 
hood down, the consequent extra visibility in all directions 
may tempt one to potter along and admire the view. 

All normal main road hills can be taken on top gear with 
no trouble at all; for the steeper variety of around | in 7 
third gear is sufficient, and is obtained in a very positive 
way by means of the remote control central “ prong type” 
lever. This, because of its sweet action, encourages gear 
changing, whereas some of the steering column counterparts 
give the impression of operating via “ rubber rods.” How- 
ever, it would be advantageous if the Singer’s lever were 
moved back to bring it more nearly in line with the steering 
wheel, as at present there is the feeling of leaning forward 
to change gear. 

Although previous Roadsters were fitted with leaf springs 
all round, the new version now has independent front sus- 
pension by coil springs and wishbones, and a forward- 
mounted anti-roll bar. This combination gives a firm, con- 
trolled feeling at the front and reduces roll to a minimum,

stiff suspensions. No matter what the type of surface, the 
front wheels behave well. By contrast, although the rear 
springs provide a comfortable ride on most main-road sur- 
faces, a tendency to “ bottom” was noticed when traversing 
bumpy minor roads in the “two up” condition. 

This car steers well, and can be manipulated with a sense 
of control and precision that is not usually obtained when 
a much larger number of turns of the wheel are required— 
only 1} turns give lock-to-lock movement on the Singer. 
There is a slight tendency to under-steer, and consequently 
a general feeling of stability on bends of all types, although 
a certain amount of tyre squeal is experienced, even at quite 
low speeds, on sharp corners and under braking. Road 
noise on various surfaces is not excessive. The Girling 
hydro-mechanical brakes proved to be well up to their job ; 
as is usual with this system, the hand-brake is quite effective 
in stopping the car, a function in which modern hand brakes 
do not frequently shine. 

Clutch operation requires a little more effort than is now 
usual, especially considering the size of the car, but this is 
perhaps a blessing in disguise on a car of sporting nature.

The clean flowing lines of the rear of the car are broken only by twin rear lights 
and the petrol filler cap. Good protection is given by the fairly high-mounted rear 
bumper.

Owing to the fact that the clutch lever is pivoted on the 
gear box, as distinct from a chassis-mounted clutch cross 
shaft, the pedal has a tendency to rock, because of engine 
torque reaction. This movement, although unusual, does 
not affect clutch operation, but it does, perhaps, mean that 
the clutch pedal comes closer to the central tunnel than it 
would otherwise be. This results in a limited amount of 
room being available for the driver’s left foot when off the 
clutch pedal. 

Easy access to the seats is provided by the large doors ; 
an adjustment for angle of the front seat back rests and 
a little extra padding would prevent discomforts of the type 
that become noticeable only on long journeys.

On the car tested there was a certain amount of stiffness 
in the throttle linkage, which did not make for smooth 
driving in traffic until one became accustomed to it. Apart 
from this minor defect in initial control, the car could be 
handled quite satisfactorily. The under-steer characteristics 
previously mentioned did not diminish at speed, which is a 
very desirable quality. There is no change to over-steer 
half-way round a bend, for example, as arises with some cars, 
a characteristic which tends to make high speed handling 
rather hazardous. The Singer will definitely go where it is 
pointed. 

Grouped conveniently in front of the steering wheel, the 
instruments are simple yet very clear; the unusually accurate 
speedometer (no trip mileage recorder is fitted) is placed to 
the right, while the fuel and oil pressure gauges and 
ammeter are grouped to the left. Situated above the ignition 
switch, the horn button is in an unusual position and rather 
a long way from the steering wheel, although it is an arrange- 
ment to which one soon becomes accustomed. The dip 
switch is also mounted on the facia, w the right of the 
speedometer, and has a pleasing action. Instrument 
lighting is good and, indeed, could with advantage be less 
bright. Also the switch controlling it would be more 
convenient to some drivers if it were placed in a position 
where one did not have to put the hand through the

The external screen-mounted mirror gives a 
satisfactory view of the car that is about to overtake, but it 
will not always reveal the one that is “following behind ”— 
especially when the hood is up. 

Internal luggage space with four up is not great, as the 
locker is partly filled with the spare wheel and tool roll. 
However, the lid is hinged at the bottom and forms a very 
useful platform of ample proportions. The head lights are 
above average for night driving. On the other hand, a 
louder horn would be advantageous. Starting from cold 
was instantaneous at all times, and the engine used no oil 
during a considerable mileage. 

The latest Singer Roadster is snug in the closed position, 
and able, alternatively, to provide as much fresh air as is 
required with the hood down.

ing the Scrapyard 


Y BE TAKEN TO PROTECT BODY AND CHASSIS 


STEPS THAT 


— 


MOTORIST will always join. the group admiring a 
dashing new car and pause for a moment of wishful 
thinking (or embittered reflection), but it is far more 
profitable to be the sole student of the older car which is 
showing its age, for although design varies a lot, all bodies 
seem to perish in the same way, and in the same vulnerable 
places. A study of cars which have perished will educate 
you in the matter of how your car is going to do the same. 
Rust and decay have favourite homes. This decayed car, 
it will be noticed, has a rusty semi-circle all along the 
junction of rear wing and side panel. The wing usually has 
a flange by which it is bolted to the body, with the joint 
sealed by a strip of leathercloth beading. The seal may 
not be perfect, and the thin spaces between wing and body 
(which may even be unpainted) hold dampness, particularly 
at the lowest point. If penetrating oil is flowed down both 
sides of the beading, possibly only twice a year, in dry, 
warm weather, it will protect the hidden spaces and the 
surplus can be wiped clean off, so that subsequent polishing 
is not affected. Similar considerations apply, in pre-war 
designs, to the junction of running board and wing (but here 
it is necessary to avoid getting any oil on the rubber-covered 
running board). The bottom inside edges of wings are 
favourite lodging places for mud—it will be assisted to stick 
by a flange—but the protection of the underside of the car 
will be considered later; we are still prowling round the 
outside 


Puddles 


There was a pernicious practice in many pre-war cars, 
which were never designed for such long lives as they have 
been forced to live, of having no drain holes in the bottoms 
of doors but good provision for rain to get inside via the 
window slots, so that there is a puddle inside each door for 
days or even weeks at a time. That water cats its way 
out through the panel, and if your car has no drain holes, 
get hold of a drill and make some in the bottom. It is tire- 
some to remove entirely the trim panels from inside the 
doors, pillars, quarter panels and scuttle, for they have an 
infernal number of screws, handles and other ironmongery, 
but only the bottom edges of the panels need inspection or 
protection, and it is much less difficult to undo and ease 
away the bottom edges only of the trim. [If there are 


a el 
adequate protection and drain holes, and no rust, all is 
well, but if there is rust or it is obvious that there is going 
to be, grease or a good thick rubber or bitumastic paint 
should be used. Either will give years of protection. 

The bottom of the scuttle seems, for some reason, to be 
particularly liable, so do not omit it from your attentions. 
If the body is not all-metal but coachbuilt, that is, wooden- 
framed and metal-panelled, rot as well as rust must be 
thought of, and one of those paraffin-like wood preservatives 
with goodly poisons in it must be used instead of rubber 
paint, which does not preserve wood very well, or mineral 
oil ‘and grease, which wood doesn’t like and which may 
loosen wood screws, too. These preservatives are very 
penetrating into tiny spaces and are readily absorbed by 
dry wood, while they dry out on metal as a soft but tough 
paint which is a good protection. 

Rust on the edges of luggage locker lids which close on 
to sponge rubber strips, and in the channel holding the 
rubber, is rather a problem, for oil cannot be used without 
spoiling the rubber, which is a true sponge in its ability 
to hold water and apply it to neighbouring metal. How- 
ever, when the strip needs replacement, it will be less rust- 
causing if solid black rubber or tube is u bedded well 
down on that thick black rubber cement which is an excel- 
lent metal protector, and non-porous. A similar trouble 
spot is the hole in a front or rear panel through which the 
bumper bracket protrudes, and corrosion can often be 
noticed spreading out from this point, which is protected 
from the eye for appearances sake with a rubber grommet 
of some kind, but is apparently less well protected from the 
weather, so that it is a point to be watched. Bumper 
brackets must be watched for looseness, too, especially if 
they are used for jacking up the car, the more ambitious 
parking manceuvres and for other road users, for 
if you run with any looseness or rattle the bolt-holes grow 
oval and then the bumpers are chronically troublesome. 

Before diving under the car to consider protection of the 
unseen, awful underneath, a ward about paintwork and 
chromium. It is well known that the latter is porous, so 
that water penetrates to the steel below and rusts it. It 
may be polished with Vaseline. This can be further polished 
right off the surface, which will then be free from stickiness 
and dust attraction, but it will remain for some tinie in the 
pores of the chromium as a seal against water. The best

quality chromium work, based on ample under-coatings of 
nickel and copper plating, will go for years and years with- 
out any attention beyond polishing with a damp rag. But 
is yours of this good kind ? 

Wax is rightly regarded as the standard protection for 
paintwork, although silicone preparations offer a challenge, 
but there is the difficulty of deciding whether to use one 
of the solid car waxes, which give a brilliant shine and last- 
ing protection, or one of the new liquid waxes, which are 
quicker and easier to apply. The solid waxes of the best 
brands incorporate some exotic waxes with romantic names 
which make them expensive to buy, although they go a very 
long way; it is an industrious owner who will use a tin in 
less than a season. 


Solid or Liquid? 


After experimenting with both kinds, for a long period 
doing one side of a car with solid yellow wax and the other 
with a liquid wax, the writer found that there was 
not much in it. With the solid, it was fairly hard work 
at long intervals; with the liquid, a quick, light job but 
more frequently necessary; and to maintain a good finish 
one seemed to spend a total time over a period which was 
much the same in both cases. But when all factors were 
balanced, time, trouble, protection and beauty, the solid 
waxes did have the advantage, at least with his car. 

Wax is sometimes blamed for indelible spots appearing 
on the paint, but there does not seem to be any justification 
for this, car waxes being chemically quite — s and in- 
capable of starting any reaction with anything. This prob- 
lem, together with the tendency for some light-coloured 
paints to go absolutely dull all the way through, for maroon 
to degenerate, and for metal pigments to quarrel or become 
electrolytic, is mainly one of pai 
and is for obvious reasons rarely found with the high- 
quality cars. It takes one into the realm of Actinic Rays and 
All That. But there is little doubt that maroon is not a 
stable pigment by its very nature, and at least one eminent

paint-maker recommends that it should not be used pure 
but only as a blending colour. One generally destructive 
element is the acid (held in oil) which is found in exhaust 
smoke and the urban smoke of big cities. The use of a 
little synthetic detergent, of the kind sold for car use, in the 
water used to wash the bodywork, will remove and kill this 
acid and the oily film in which it is held. The acid must be 
bad, too, for hood cloth. 

Another destructive thing is salt. If, during a seaside 
visit, spray is carried in the air, the car must be washed when 
it returns home, and many motorists try to avoid sea-front 


There are some minor points im preserving the bodywork 
and accessories which may be borne in mind. Silvered head 
lamp reflectors must never be touched on their reflecting 
surfaces with a bare finger or a recognizable brown finger- 
print may be left, difficult to polish away without damage,

for such plating is extremely thin and highly susceptible 
to weak acids. The reflector should not be dry-polished, 
or its thin silvering will be marred or even removed by dust, 
a notable drop in lighting efficiency resulting. It is im- 
portam, if a door becomes out of adjustment, to attend to 
the catches at once and not to rely on slamming, which chips 
off paintwork by shock and vibration and transfers shocks 
to the hinges (these wear quite a lot, anyway, and should 
be kept oiled). Any crack in bodywork should be at once 
stopped from spreading by the drilling of a very small hole 
at the end of the crack; a proper repair can then be left 
until convenient. 

The hoods of open cars are a great problem, and it is a 
common experience that they do not last more than a few 
years in the damp climate of Britain, for they do not so much 
wear out as rot out. Rot and mildew are deceptive. They 
may appear as black spots, white spots, circles like fairy 
rings or not at all, the fraying of the decayed material being 
wrongly attributed to physical wear. The seams, where the 
material is thickest, and places where there is thick padding 
are most susceptible. Hoods should never be folded away 
when they are damp, unless temporarily, but must always 
be left up to dry. They are always made of a rubberized 
material, to render them waterproof, and this also makes it 
impossible to treat them with anything which will proof 
them against decay, for all such proofing substances, which 
are extremely effective with plain fabrics, contain paraffin 
wax or other things which are extremely harmful to rubber 
Whether or not they wear better, nylon and extra-fiexible 
leathercloths developed for hood use are at least decay 
proof, and it is naughty of makers and body-builders to 
use very susceptible materials. 

When a car is washed, it may be worth while very 
occasionally to wash the hood, too, first wetting and then 
using a soft brush and a very mild soap, rinsing off lavishly 
with the hose. If this is no more than annoying to mildew, 
it at least keeps the hood very clean and smart. Sunshine, 
though not good for paintwork, is very good for hoods, any 
oxidation of the rubber content that takes place being more 
than balanced by the good that is done by a thorough drying 
out. 

Leather upholstery inside the car is remarkably trouble- 
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free (except in the tropics, where certain insects love it as a 
meal), but should it show signs of drying up, with danger 
of cracking, or if it should require cleaning, a good brand 
of saddle soap should be used. Synthetic leathercloth can 
be cleaned with the synthetic detergents for car use, but 
although it perishes in time, there does not seem to be 
anything one can use to preserve it. Ageing in both real 


and synthetic leather is greatly accelerated by standing in 

the hot sun, and an open car really needs a tonneau cover. 

It is time to leave the sunshine, however, and plunge 

underneath the car (we have put it off as long as possible). 
. de of - : 


The protection of the the car is essential 
if long life is aimed at. Time and again mechanical com- 
ponents, wings and panels, can be repaired, renewed and re- 
placed until the cheapest little car becomes eligible for the 
Veteran Car Club, but if the chassis finally corrodes—well, 
that’s that! One more for scrap. When the strong steel 
body was introduced, chassis came to be made of surpris- 
ingly light steel, very different from the heavy designs of 
small cars in the days of the coachbuilt body, which seem 
to be eternal. 


Spraying Chassis 


There are two ways to protect the chassis and underside, 
by oil spraying outside and inside the chassis members and 
elsewhere, being careful to get no oil on tyres and other 
parts where it will do harm: or by coating with a thick 
rubber compound. Oil spraying should be carried out twice 
a year, in a spring and in an autumn dry spell. A service 
station will do a good job, especially if you make a friendly 
call on the greasing-bay man in person, but the process of 
releasing a small cloud of penetrating oi] under the car, 
waiting a moment for it to blow away, and then adding it 
to the bill as “Spraying Underside,” is inadequate. If you 
carry out the work yourself, a cheap engine oil, diluted with 
some paraffin, and applied with a paint brush, will be found 
to penetrate well and last a long time. 

A permanent and more satisfactory job is spraying or 
painting with the very tough compounds which contain such 
things as rubber, bitumen and asbestos fibre. One that 
has been developed is sponsored by Durex Abrasives 
Another is the Universeal process just introduced to Britain 
by G. T. Riches and Co., Ltd. Although better than nothing, 
aluminium, chlorinated rubber and bitumastic paints of the 
ordinary kind will soon be chipped or worn away by flying 
stones and grit, especially inside the wings. It is known 
that at least one manufacturer of an integral construction, 
“chassis less” car has been testing these thick coatings, for 
besides providing protection for the constructional, stressed 
panels, they also silence the road noises for which such cars 
serve as a sound-box. J.R.D.

LE MANS 


INCE the war several different 
Frazer-Nash chassis have been a 
duced, all with the special eng 
made to Frazer-Nash order by the Beistol 
Aeroplane company. There have been 
the Le Mans chassis, the underslung 
Mille Miglia and the long wheelbase 
chassis which carried the first convertible 
ork. Of all these the Le Mans 
Replica has undoubtedly been the most 
successful in competitions, and it has a 
particularly fine record this season with 
a victory in the 2-litre class in the 
Circuit of Sicily, a class win in the pro- 
duction car race at Silverstone with a new 
lap record for all sports cars irrespective 
of engine size, followed by a tie for best 
performance in the Alpine Trial. It 
scored an outright win in the Targa 
Florio, the first time this race has ever 
been won by a British car, and came 
third in the T.T., winning its class. It 
is not surprising, therefore, to find that 
this chassis has now been standardized 
for all models. 

For 1952 three cars are offered. The 
Le Mans Replica two-seater, which is 
already well known; a Mille Miglia two- 
seater modified in detail, and an entirely 
new two-seater convertible. Although 
the chassis frame is the same for cach 
car, there are considerable variations in 
the body frames which are formed of steel 
tube and welded firmly to the chassis to 
provide light and rigid structures which 
are then covered with unstressed alu- 
minium panelling. 

The Le Mans Replica has an open 
two-seater body to A.1.A.C.R. regulations, 
with head lamps and cycle-type wings 
which can be quickly detached for 
formula 2 racing. The spare wheel is 
normally carried inside the short rounded 
tail, but it can be mounted on the side 
of the car if more luggage space is 


required. 

The Mille Miglia is a sleek, low-built 
two-seater of low drag, full-width design, 
suitable for long-distance racing or high- 
speed touring. This car carries its spare 
wheel in an inclined position inside the 
left-hand front and the fuel tank is 
over the axle, thus leaving a considerable 
amount of space free for luggage inside 
the tail. As on the Le Mans Replica, the 
standard specification includes aero 
screens and tonneau cover, but a full-

ERHAPS it was the sinister rumour 
that last Saturday’s “Shelisicy” 
might be the last, or perhaps it was 
just the nice autumn day, but the sides 
of the famous hill at Shelsley Walsh were 
almost hidden by spectators. In the car 
parks the grass was almost hidden by cars. 

Certainly the thousands of spectators 
were given a fine afternoon's sport, and 
they saw the record beaten handsomely, 
Ken Wharton in his 996 c.c. blown 
Cooper lowering his June time of 37.27 
sec in the 1,098 c.c. Cooper, also super- 
charged, to 36.62sec. The clipping of 
0.65sec off the record time represents no 
mean feat. As Denis Poore in the big 
Alfa Romeo had also made a climb of 
36.92sec in practice on the Friday there 
was considerable speculation as to what 
might happen during the afternoon. 

A tour dhonneur by Peter Walker in 
the Le Mans Jaguar XK120C opened the 
evemt, and then the racing 500s came to 
the line. First up was Peter Collins in 
the Norton-engined J.B.S., getting off 
the mark in good style, sliding through the 
Kennel bend, and storming up to the 
S-bend in a crescendo of sound; time 42.05 
sec. C. A. N. May’s Cooper was almost 
as fast, the driver appearing busy with the 
steering wheel in the S but evidently 
losing no time in scoring 42.3lsec. These 
times were then bettered when Clive 
Lones trod heavily on his Tiger Kitten’s 
tail and drove it up like a scalded cat in 
41.87sec 


Bad Luck 


Unfortunately the event was marred 
by two accidents, the first occurring in 
this class when R. Akehurst’s Cooper 
overturned, the unfortunate driver receiv- 
ing only painful abrasions 

C. G. Arengo in his car of the same name 
almost clouted the bank, too, but just 
missed it, ime 43.7lsec. Jack Moor then 
brought his Wasp up in nicely held slides, 
in 41.89 sec, followed by Ken Wharton's 
Kieft which took the S in one well-judged 
continuous slide, or so it seemed; 41.05 
sec. This was the first class and put the 
spectators right on their toes. What 
would happen when the big ’uns came up? 

1,100s provided excitement, too

Cecil Heath was fast and very steady in 
his Cooper, and deceptively fast in con- 
sequence of his lack of fireworks. His 
well-judged climb took 40.87sec. B. E. 
Bradnack, also in a Cooper, but a blown 
one, swept cleanly through the bends and 
clocked 40.24sec. Ken Wharton got away 
well in his blown Cooper, slid through the 
Kennel bend, tore up to the S, where a 
rather bad slide cost him a fraction of a 
second, but he held it well and screamed 
off to the finish. The time came through 
at once, 36.62sec! A new record! 

Three 1,500s followed, Peter Collins in 
his 1,260 c.c. Couper almost broadsiding 
as he stormed out of the S and accelerated 
fiercely to the finish, to make best time of 
the class with 38.70sec. H.R.G.s were 
slow by comparison but in fact quite 
swift for production sports cars up 
to 1,500 «c. Mrs. Nancy Mitchell was 
obviously enjoying her run and her time 
of 51.97sec was bettered only by J. C. 
Pritchard’s Meadows-engined model, time 
50.54sec. No fireworks here, but good 
handling. 


Noise Brigade 

After the 500 c.c. "bikes the clear Bugatti 
scream was heard as Ian Sievwright’s 
blown 1,990 c.c. stormed up, went into a 
slide out of the S, and off to the finish; 
he seemed to finish slowly, though, 
his time being 45.46 sec. J. B. Norris 
in the blown 1,970 Alta, once Geoffrey 
Taylor’s mount, was very fast up to the 
S, holding the slides at the bends in 
grand style and clocking 41.04 sec. 
Anthony Brooke’s blown 2,996 Vauxhall 
Villiers was temperamental, as was 
Rivers-Fletcher’s unblown 1,990 Bugatti. 

Basil Davenport in the famous G.N. 
Spider, with two big pots of 1,000 c.c. 
each, was juggling with steering wheel and 
gear lever. One wondered if he would 
have reduced his 42.06 sec if he had had 
three hands? Again Ken Wharton, mak- 
ing a habit of it but this time on P. H. 
Bell’s blown 1,980 E.R.A., went up in a 
really terrific climb of 37.49 sec 

Production cars, 1,501 to 3,000 cc., 
formed a good class led by W. D. Steel’s 
Vanguard-engined Morgan which got into 
a nasty slide in the S. On the other hand 
D. A. Clarke’s 1,971 cc. Frazer-Nash

seemed glued to the road. J. Venn’s red 
Silverstone Healey was fast and quict, 
T. A. D. Crook’s 1,971 c.c. Frazer-Nash 
had to be braked heavily for the S, so fast 
was it travelling; it made best time of the 
class in 41.64 sec. The two DB2 Aston 
Martins driven by George Abecassis and 
Reg Parnell were impressive by their 
speed and steadiness, especially through 
the S bend. 

In the class for racing cars over 3,000 
c.c. Sydney Allard in his Steyr-engined 
Allard made an excellent getaway and a 
remarkably steady passage of the S bend; 
ume 3845 sec. Then Denis Poore 
brought the big blown Alfa to the line 
and excitement rose high. A good start, 
fast through the Kennel bend, and—a 
missed gear! 

Now occurred the second accident 
which marred the day; Archie Burtter- 
worth in his 4,425 c.c. A.J.B., clipped the 
grass, lost a wheel and overturned, the 
driver receiving serious injuries. 

The cass for production cars 
over 3,000 c.c. was a Seguee-Aiined eiiale. 
Of these the 5,420 Cadillac-engined 
Allard of the redoubtable Sydney was 
fastest in 41.60 sec, Goff Imhof scoring 
43.64 sec. Fastest of the XKs was E. P. 
Scragg with 44.42 sec. Both Allards and 
XKs were rapid and yet steady over the 
bumpy surface of the S bend. 

Then it all started over again as the 
second runs commenced. This year many 
managed to improve slightly on their 
times. In the 500 class Ken Wharton 
got down to 40.80 sec and in the E.R.A. 
in the 3-litre class to 37.01 sec. Denis 
Poore made no mistake in his second 
run and put up a masterly 37.55 sec, thus 
robbing Sydney Allard of the class award. 
Results were, however, little changed by 
the second runs, and, happily, there were 
no further unfortunate incidents.

This 
procedure would obviously be most 
unpopular with drivers, and is a 
weapon to be used with great dis 
cretion; therefore the observers must 
be sane and well-balanced individuals, 
worthy of the trust of both competitors 
and organizers. But the threat of this 
penalty would act as a deterrent t& 
some of the over-enthusiastic drivers 
I would hesitate to recommend this 
sort of thing at any other venue; but 
Brands Hatch, it must be admitted, 
brings problems all of its own
